Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendments and arguments, filed 09/05/2006, with respect to 1-2 
and 4-5 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejection has 
therefore been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2 and 4-5 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Pong (USPN 6,462,603) teaches A MOSFET based, high 
Voltage, high current AC electronic relay, comprising: a MOSFET switching circuit (Fig. 
4) selectively switching between switch conducting and switch isolation, wherein the 
MOSFET switching circuit includes first and second power MOSFETs (M4 and M5) a 
transformer arrangement (item 23) electrically connected to the MOSFET switching 
circuit, the transformer arrangement selectively applying a predetermined voltage to the 
MOSFET switching circuit which establishes the MOSFET switching circuit in switch 
conducting the transformer arrangement including a primary winding connected to a first 
secondary winding. Pong does not teach the implementation of a depletion mode 
MOSFET in the MOSFET switching circuit in combination with a second secondary 
winding wherein each of the first and second secondary windings are connected to a full 
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bridge rectifier wherein the output of which is coupled to said MOSFET switching circuit. 
At least these further limitations to claim 1 to require a depletion mode MOSFET in 
combination with the transformer arrangement to coupled to a first and second 
secondary winding wherein each of the windings are connected through a full bridge 
rectifier to output of which is coupled to the said MOSFET switching circuit is not taught 
or rendered obvious by the prior art.
